Woman Aviator Has 
Given up Flying 


Ruth Law Carried First Bag of Mall 
to Philippines 

Ruth Law, most famous of woman 
aviators, is through. Ten years of 
airplane flights and alr circus stunts 
throughout the United States and in 
other lands have given her all the 
fame she wants. Now she will be 
just Mrs. Charles Oliver, a wife. 

It was Rodman Law, her noted 
daredevil brother of movie fame, who 
attracted Ruth Law to aviation, She 
| began preparations in 1911 and in 
| 1912 made her’ first flight, in one of 
the old machines which had the driv 
er’s seat in front of the motor, un- 


| protected from the elements. 


For four years she appeared in e¢x- 
hibition flights, none of longer dura- 
tion than 25 miles. Then she sprang 
into fame with a sensational flight 
from Chicago to New York, breaking 
the American cross-country record 
and non-stop flight record. She ahha 
from Chicago to Binghampton, N.Y 
on the first leg of her journey, a dis. 
tance of 590 miles. Her time from 
| Chicago to New York was 8 hours 
12.5 minutes, 

During the war she tried every 
means to get into the army air serv- 
fice without success.
